Anyone for TH’ering? 


If. you are not a treasure 
hunter, chances are you aren’t 
familiar with the unusual term. 
How the term originated is 
uncertain, but Roy Shortt of R.R. 
2, Picton, who has been poking 
around with metal detectors for 
some 20 years, believes the TH is 
an abreviated form of Treasure 
Hunting, and the term evolved 
from the abreviation. 


Anyway, if you want to 
become a TH’er, Roy and Erma 
Shortt are the people to see. 
They have been in the business 
of selling metal detectors since 
last winter, and have just 
recently opened their new 
showroom on County Road 15, 
off Highway 49, approximately 
four miles south of Deseronto. 


Roy’s interest in metal 
detectors was spawned in 1959 
when an Adolphustown friend 
showed him some old 
cannonballs which he had dug 
out of a hillside. 


‘Since then, I’ve been 
interested in what's in the 
ground.’ 


A display case in the 
showroom contains a number of 
items both he and his wife, Erma, 
have come across during their 
peregrinations around the area. 
There are the usual coins - ‘coins 
and earring are common items 
to find’ - astirling fork, awatch, a 
pocket knife and a cap pistol. 


But the one item which takes 
your eye is a ‘muff pistol’ which 
his detector alerted his attention 
to at Prince Edward Heights. The 
small hand pistol was in the 


Bround at a depth of about seven 
inches. 


The Shortts say that none of 
the five brands of detectors they 
Carry are offered in Canada, and 
as a hobby, TH’ering is just nicely 
getting started in Canada. But it 
is ‘really going strong in the 
USS.,” say Roy. 


But in ‘the land of the free’, 
TH’ers charge that state officials 
have very closed minds about 
what the treasure hunting 
fraternity can contribute to the 
nation’s history. For example, in 
New Hampshire, anything 
found on state land belongs to 
the state. In Idaho state parks, 
visitors are given a warm 
welcome to use detectors 
wherever they want, as long as 
they don’t dig up anything they 
find! And in Montana, in the 
state parks, no person is allowed 
to disturb or remove the topsoil 
cover. This means anglers can’t 
dig for worms and campers 
cannot bury their garbage. 


However, TH’ering continues 
to grow in popularity with 10 or 
12 magazines published monthly 
on the subject. 


“It isa growing hobby,’ stresses 
Mr. Shortt. ‘You don’t have to go 
far. Often your own backyard 
can produce interesting finds. It 
is a fascinating hobby - when you 


hear the buzz, there is 
considerable excitement 
because you never know 
whether you have discovered a 


bottle cap or something of 
value.’ 


Metal detectors range in price 
from about $100 to the more 
sophisticated models at $750 
which are able to detect whether 
you have struck it rich or have 
found a long discarded pop can 
pull tab. 


Although in the business of 
selling metal detectors, the 
Shortts admit they are more 
interested in hearing of other 
people's experiences. ‘We hope 
our showroom will be a sort of 
gathering place for TH’ers - 
that’s why we designed it as a 
sitting room.’ 


If local residents are worried 
that droves of treasure hunters 
will be descending upon their 
property with no respect for the 
environment, the Shortts are 
quick to point out that in every 
sale, they make it a point to 
emphasize the importance of 
leaving things they way they 
were found. TH’ers make it a 
policy, the Shortts say, to ask 
permission before entering 
private property and have good 
training in cutting sod properly 
leaving an uncut hinge on the 
sod to allow it to swing back into 
its hole and resume growth 


‘The last thing we want is 
public rejection,’ conclude the 
Shortts.

the old story of buck-passing. 
Authorities at the federal level 
have consistently refused to take 
any action notwithstanding 
persistent efforts on the part of 
the ratepayers.” 


At Taylor’s urging, the 
Provincial Ministry of Trans- 
portation and Commications has 
investigated the situation 
thoroughly and pointed out to 
the technical services engineer 
for the CNR that much larger 
culverts under the railway lines 
at this location are required. 


Since the capacity of the 
existing railway culverts is less 
than half that of the culverts 
under the county road and 
Highway 49, they are unable to 
adequately drain the 1,830-acre

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A big day at Camp Rathbun 


The following article was written 
by Al Smith of Trenton, who said, 
in his accompanying letter ‘Here 
is a lot of nostalgia on Deseronto 
and the RCAF days.’ 


Probably there has never been 
a social event in Deseronto to 
compare with the one held on 
August 7, 1918, when 42 Wings’ 
sports committee held a sports 
day and dance at Camp 
Rathbun. 


The whole effort was done up 
in grandstyle, even to the issuing 
of special printed invitations to 
all personnel in the Wing. The 
C.O. of 42 Wing at the time, 
Major F.V.Woodman, being a 
democratic type, so it is said, 
even issued one to himself. A 
few of these invitations have 
been passed down, two of which 
are in the author’s possession.

Is it a weed or a wildflower? 


Any plant is however one 
chooses to label it. We are taught 
at an early age to recognize 
certain plants as weeds, and how 
best to eradicate them. But we 
are never taught that weeds are 
beautiful or that they serve a 
useful function in the scheme of 
things. 


A farmer for several years, | 
learned to recognize many of 
the so-called weeds which grew 
on our farm. | was forever 
bringing home specimens of 
new discoveries and identifying 
them at the end of the day's 
activities. 


One plant which was very 
common on our farm was the 
rough-fruited cinquefoil. 
Although regarded by some as a 
noxious weed, | always looked 
forward every June to its soft, 
buttery yellow petals 


A member of the same family 
was the common cinquefoil, a 


plant suggesting yellow- 
flowered strawberries. Still 
another was the silvery 


cinquefoil. the leaves of which 


were silvery in colour on the 


underparts 


| was always intrigued by the 
yarrow, a fern-like plant 
containing aflat-topped cluster 
of tiny white petals. The plant 
seemed to thrive best in 
extremely dry and dusty 
locations and | often wondered 
how it managed to survive at al

TEST OF BASIC 
SKILLS 


This county, as well as sev eral 
others, was asked to administer a 
test to all grade nine students. 
The test is designed ‘to provide 
an efficient and comprehensive 
appraisal of student progress 
toward widely accepted goals in 
the basic skills and curricular 
areas. The four subjects in the 
battery are Reading Compre- 
hension, Mathematics, Written 
Expression, and Using Sources of

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EDITORIAL 


According to a report in the Globe and Mail, the 
federal government has launched a study to determine 
whether babies living near polluted bodies of water or in 
polluted areas are more vulnerable to health ailments 
and death. 

Health and Welfare officials became concerned 
earlier this year when a university student’s research 
showed that stillbirths were up to 250 percent higher 
than the Ontario average among people living in Prince 
Edward County. This was in a four-year period in the 
early 1970's 

And, in the three years from 1969 to 1971, Prince 
Edward County had a rate of birth defects 150 perent 
greater than the Provincial average. 

Health officials can’t say yet whether the stillbirth 
statistics are merely coincidental clusters of high figures 
or if they show a significant pattern. 

In Ottawa, they're calling it the Prince Edward County 
enigma, and a toxologist with the department of health 
and welfare was quoted, in the Globe and Mail, as 
saying: ‘The preliminary findings of the student are 
interesting and exciting. It may lead to something. It has 
given us a yellow light, a caution light.’

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Yarker has changed but the peuple 
haven’t — they’re still friendly 


by Terry Sprague 


Anyone who attended public 
school during the early 1950’: 
may remember the very first 
Grade one reader which 
initiated you to the world of 
fiction. Remember Alice and 
Jerry and their cocker spaniel, 
Jip? They lived in a small 
community called Friendly 
Village, a tiny friendly 
settlement, nestled in a valley 
and divided in half by a river. 
Remember how the people 
from one half of the river would 
across the bridge and visit the 
other half and vice versa? 

It was exciting to imagine this 
model village, but a village like 
that existed only in story books. 
At least, it did until last week. 

| came across it during my 
travels - nestled ina bit of a valley 
- and divided by a river. All it 
needed was the name Friendly 
Village to lose me forever in a 
world of nostalgia. 

The name of the village was 
Yarker, and unlike many small 
communities that have fallen by 
the wayside due to urbanization, 
Yarker not only has refused to 
succumb to this trend, but has 
survived, and moreover, is 
growing. 


| talked with two of its older 
residents, Drius Babcock, retired 
from the railroad and who lives 
in a quiet, shady setting 
overlooking the Napanee River 
in the village; and Merrill 
Wright, owner and proprieter of 
the J.M.Wright Furniture Store, a 
business which has been in the 
family since 1904. 


They say the population 
during its peak was at least 700, 
the village. containing a number 
of factories, hotels and repair 
shops. 


Jim Lester, manager of the 
Lucky Dollar Food Store’in the 
village, estimates the population 
now to hover around the four of 
five hundred mark, butsays it is 
growing. Merrill Wright and 
Drius Babcock attribute the 
village’s survival and most 
recently, its growth, to the 
attractive ~setting. — Increasing 
numbers of people are being 
drawn to the rural atmosphere 
of villages, the location of Yarker 
making it convenient for many 
residents to commute to their 
jobs in nearby Kingston, 
Napanee and other local

The village residents 
continue to patronize the local 
grocery store as they have done 
through three generations of the 
Freeman family, owners of the 
variety store. Present owner, 
t Freeman also owns 
adjacent Property including the 
service station across the street, 
Although the garage has closed 
its doors to the public, the gas 
Pumps continue to serve gas to 
residents and passers by. The 
Brocery and variety store 
Originally was a tin smith shop 
Mr. Babcock recalls. 


Both the Babcocks and the 
Wrights recall the village 
containing a barber shop. three 
blacksmiths, three. wood- 
working shops, a carriage 
factory, three stores, schools, a 
watch repair shop and three 
churches - the Anglican, Free 
Methodist and the United. Of 
the three churches, only the 
latter two remain. The Free 
Methodist “is considered the 
youngest church in the village 
although it meets in one of 
Yarker's oldest structures, a 
brick building which early 
photos depict as one of the 
flourishing hotels in the village. 


In addition to the hotels, there 
had been a tannery, a pail and 
fork factory, a woollen factory, a 
hub and spoke factory and a 
wagon wheel factory. Ideally 
situated along the Napanee 
River, the rushing water 
provided power to a saw mill, 
grist’ mill and a foundery. 
Remains of these buildings can 
still be seen along the river. 


At one time the falls in the 
village boasted a 26-foot drop, 
but was gréatly reduced over the 
years due to a gradual wearing 
away of the limestone rock 
caused from the annual log 
drives in the spring. 


Although many of the small 
shops and factories are but a 
memory, the village still contains 
a surprising number of similar 
trades. The Lennox and 
Addington Library - Yarker 
branch, opens its doors several 
times every week; there is a 
natural food store and a clock 
repair shop; and, of course, the 
Wright furniture business which 
continues to offer an extensive 
line of furniture at competetive 
prices.

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YARKER — YESTERDAY — AND TODAY 
There have been three or four bridges across the river at Yarker, say long time residents Drius Babock (left) 
and Merrill Wright, shown on the present bridge in this series of photos, discussin the village’s history. The 
two residents are standing in about the same spot as the bicyclist in the accompanying early photo. This 
picture shows the old band shell which would have been located directly behind Mr. Babcock, the hotel and 
horse shed on the left - the hotel, now the Free Methodist Church. Wright's Furniture Store, also shown in 
an up to date photo, is on the right beyond the bridge. In the foreground is Ben O’Laughlin’s office for the 
wheel factory, now a part of the United Church Lawn. 


The village even has a bank, 
first opened in 1905 as the 
Merchants Bank of Canada: Now 
occupied by the Bank of 
Montreal, the headquarters are 
in Verona with the Yarker 
branch open for business two or 
three days during each week. 


The train station, however, 
once very important to Yarker, is 


no more. Once called the 
Napanee, Tamworth and 
Quebec Railway, then the 


Napanee and Western Railway 
and later the Bay of Quinte 
Railway. the tracks and 


terminal are silent now, no 
longer the bustling centre when 
it first opened in 1884. 


Mr. Babcock vividly recalls the 
Yarker band which played on 
occasion at the bandshell, once 
located near the bridge. ‘I still 
have my drum,’ laughs Drius 


One tradition which con- 
tinues to enjoy a good rowd is 
the annual Lord Simcoe Day 
celebrated by a parade and 
numerous festivities 


An account of Yarker 
published some 30 years ago 
although now somewhat out of 


date, does contain one personal 
observation by the author which 
sull holds true today 


In expressing his feelings 
about Yarker, the author writes 
In spite of the lack of 
hustlebustle and high-tempo of 
a larger place Yarker still has a 
definite charm of its own 
Situated deep in a_ valley 
surrounded by tall pines and 
majestic rocks, it is a place of 
quiet seclusion With its good 
side-walks, clean streets and 
neat houses, Yarker 1s in fact a 
model village 


YARKER — HOW IT GOT ITS NAME 


If it hadn't been for Alexander 
McVean, the village of Yarker 
probably would not have been. 
so-named. 


McVean, a prominent figure 
in the village in the 1800's who 
owned the grist mill, proposed 
the name after George Yarker 
who owned all the mills in 
Sydenham. 

The name change came 


during application for postal 
service in 1859. The village was 


called Simcoe Falls since it was 
contained in a parcel of land 
owned by Governor John Graves 
Simcoe, the first governor 
general of Canada. Because 
there was already a Simcoe in 
Norfolk County, it was necessary 
to change the name of the 
village. It is uncertain why the 
government chose the name 
Yarker, it being eighth ona list of 
possible names

George Yarker had two sons, 
managers of banks in London, 
England and Toronto Following 
the ceremony commemorating 
the name change, a bell for the 
belfry of the old school in the 
village was presented by the 
Yarker brothers, on the side of 
which was inscribed, Presented 
to George Miller, Esq and the 
inhabitants of Yarker by George 
W. and James S. Yarker, 1859. 


Mrs. Merrill Wright, a long 
time resident of Yarker, says the 
village contained as many as 
four bells atone time, located on 
the churches, school and the old 
foundery. The highlight for a 
pupil back in those days was a 
chance to ring the bell for recess. 
As a joke on the teacher, 
occasionally a pupil would pull 
on the rope until the bell turned 
over, yanking the rope up Into 
the attic, requiring some agile 
person to shinny up the 
supporting pole to retrieve it.

Bishop John bothwell, 
Diocese of Niagara, provided 
the more than 200 delegates 
attending the 14th annual 
meeting of Anglican Church 
Women, Ontario Diocese, with 
much food for thought and 
challeneged them to provide 
answers and solutions to many of 
the problems facing Christians 
today. 


The theme of the conference, 
which was held June 3, at the 
Heathfield Retreat Centre, 
Kingston, was ‘Needs vs Wants - 
Ours and Ot hers.’ 


Bishop bothwell said that 
within our lifetime the world has 
changed catastrophically 
according to some people, andit 
is still changing at a rate which 
seems to be accelerating, and 
some of us are worried what to 
do about it. 


He said, ‘Most of us are 
privileged people. We do not 
think of ourselves as rich, but we 
are in the top five per cent of the 
most well-to-do people who 
have ever lived on this planet. At 
the same time it is apparent that 
as we become more affluent our 
generosity remains static or 
lessens. 


The number of Canadian 
taxpayers claiming the $100 
automatic deduction for 
charitable gifts has risen from 70 
to 92 percent, and the average 
charity giving of confirmed 
Anglicans last year was $108 
when the average disposable 
income was $19,850. 


Citing the annual United 
States military budget of $450 
billio, Bishop Bothwell noted 
that the military expenditre for

program for the whole worlds,

With a_ stiff southeasterly 
breeze, the Canadian windship 
Helen S.’ got underway from 
the dock at the ‘By’-the-Sea’ 
Marina in Saint Augustine, 
Florida. 


The crowd of well-wishers 
were waving goodbye to 
Captain Bill Grimshaw of 
Deseronto, and his crew, Larry 
and Jay took soundings with lead 
lines to safely guide the four- 
masted stay-sail schooner out of 
the salt lick to the main channel. 
the time was 2 p.m. on Sunday, 
May 24, 1981, with clear skies and 
outgoing tide. 


While motoring out of the 
inlet, the diesel engine 
sputtered and quit. The Captain 
summoned all hands to their 


stations to set the sails 
immediately. Between the 
Outgoing tide and the 


favourable wind, the ‘Helen S,’ 
was never in peril. 


‘Her jibs and mains caught the 
wind, and we close-hauled her 
over the bar and out to sea. We 
pointed her east by northeast 
and set the stay-sails for ocean 
running. 


The first night at sea passed very 
quickly with balmy breezes and 
a bright half-moon beaming 
above. This would be the last 
pleasant night underway for the 
crew of the ‘Helen S.’ on her 


_venture north. 


Becalmed on Monday 
morning, we motored on our 
northeasterly course until 2 p.m. 
when the wind picked up and 
we hoisted all eleven sails for the 
remainder of our daily progress. 


Captain Bill and his wife, Sirpa, 
had been taking star and sun 
fixes, so that we could plot our 
course. Those fixes were 
supplemented by readings of 
the numerous radio beacons 
along the coasts to Georgia and 
the Carolinas. 


The Gulf Stream gave us 
enough northerly set to put us 
off the Carolina Capes by the 
third day. Then the seas turned 
dark green and the swells 
increased to ten feet, coming 
from two different directions. 


On Wednesday night, we 
spotted what we thought to be 
the lights of Cape Hatteras and 
changed our course to due east, 
we were advised to ‘clear the 
Cape by 50 miles’. 

We really didn’t know the 


reason for that warning until 6 
a.m. the next morning. 


It had been raining inter- 
mittently the entire night into 
the early morning hours and the 


water seemed to very 
‘disturbed’. We were in 15-foot 
seas, when a ‘line squall 


developed exactly over head of 
our position. Several bolts of 
lightening hit nearby and the 
electrically charged atmosphere 
seemed to make everyone 
apprehensive. For good reason, 
too, because the downpour 
came quickly followed by 85 
MPH winds whipping and 
ripping at the sails and masts. 


All four of the crew were 
rushed to take down the sails 
and preserve the rigging. 
Fortunately, the squall only 
lasted about twenty minutes and 
we began to take stock of the 
damages.

| have always prided myself 
with my imitation of a white- 
throated sparrow and since 
none was heard that morning !

The ability to identify birds by 
ear is not only useful, but very 
necessary with those species we 
seldom see in the wild. Marsh 
birds, for example, could care 
about making one’s 
acquaintance and always 
tantalize the observer with their 
songs, seemingly just an arm’s 
length away, but completly 
hidden from view.

Owls hooting at night present 
problems too and the only way 
to identify these is by becoming 
familiar with their songs 
Warblers during spring 
migration are even worse. 
Consisting of several species, 
they are forever disappearing 


behind the dense foliage, 
appearing not quite long 
enough to snatch those all 


important field marks which will 
separate them from a half dozen 
other similar species. Knowing 
their songs is of great assistance 
to the exasperated birder

There’s a limit on daily yellow pickerel catch 


Following an extraordinary 
comeback in 1980, sports 
fishermen utilizing the Bay of 
Quinte are once again 
experiencing exceptionally 
good catches of yellow pickerel 
or walleye 

The yellow pickerel fishery at 
present is unique in that it is 
being supported almost wholly 
by three-year-old fish from the 
1978 year class. These fish are 
averaging 1.5 pounds. 

Although some fish from the 
1979 year class are present in the 
angler’s catch, all information 
indicates that the reproductive 
success in recent years has not 
been as good as that of 1978's. As 
a female pickerel does not 
mature until four years of age, 
the 1978 fish have not yet had a 
chance to spawn and must, 
therefore, be carefully 
protected. If the present rate of 
exploitation is allowed to 
continue unchecked, a drastic 
reduction in the populatin cold 
occur.

Please note that it is unlawful 
to transport in Ontario any fish 
that are skinned, cut or packed 
such that the number or species 
cannot be identified. The 
recommended method when 
transporting fish is to leave the 
skins on all fillets and to wrap 
each fish separately.

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New probationary licences 


Transportation and Comm- 
unications Minister James Snow 
has announced a probationary 
driver's status for all new drivers 
will be in force as of June 1. 


Atthe same time, a change will 
be made in the method of 
recording demerit points against 
all drivers -- recording such 
points as of the date of the 
offence rather than from the 
date of the conviction. 


Both moves are based on 
recommendations by the Select 
Committee on Highway Safety. 


‘Probationary status is 
necessary, unfortunately,’ Snow 
said, ‘because too many of our 
new drivers appear to be 
demonstrating a lack of respect 
for traffic laws, resulting in a 
disproportionately high rate of 
collisions and convictions. 


‘| believe probationary status, 
with its automatic suspension at 
six demerit points, will have a 
definite and positive impact on 
all new drivers - especially those 
who are potentially careless.’ 


The new status will apply to all 
new drivers, regardless of age, 
including anyone who has not 
held an Ontario driver’s licence 
within the previous three years. 
It will also automatically exclude

them from holding either a 
school bus driver's licence, Class 
B or E, or a driving instructor's 
licence. 


The oinly exceptions to 
probationary status will be 
drivers who held, for at least two 
of the previous three years, a 
valid driver's licence from 
another province or territory in 
Canada, a state of the USA, a 
Canadian Forces Europe 
Operator’s Licence, or a 
combination of any of these. 


The probationary status of 
new drivers will not be apparent 
from their licences which will be 
exactly the same as present 
licences. However, new drivers 
will have to complete two, on- 
year periods free of suspension 
for traffic violations before this 
status will be removed.

It was 197 years ago this month 
at Hagerman’s Point, Adolphus- 
town. The woods there 
resounded with the clatter of 
some 250 United Empire 
Loyalists as they landed from 


. bateaux to become the first 


permanent settlement in 
Adolphustown Township. 


They had sailed from New 
York in the fall of 1783 under the 
leadership of Major Peter 
VanAlstine to escape per- 
secution by the rebels. 
VanAlstine was later appointed a 
justice of the peace, represented 
the area in the first Legislative 
Assembly of Upper Canada and 
built at Glenora the earliest grist 
mill in Prince Edward County. 


Now, 197 years later, the 
historic landing site is a park, one 
of many owned by the St. 
Lawrence Parks Commission and 
Opened in 1958. The park 
includes the burial ground of the 
early settlers and a Loyalist 
addition to a 
number of picnic areas and 
Campsites.

Hunting for their ancestors 


The museum, one time a 
residence, is well over 100 years 
old. When owned by David 
Wright Allison, it was regarded 
as the finest residence in all the 
adjoining townships, boasting 
such commodities as central hot 
water heating, bathrooms, and 
water pressure supplied by a 
windmill near the bay 


Andy Thomas, tour guide and 
general curator at the museum, 
says Allison was a prominent 
politician who spared no 
expense in the construction of 
his house. The Victorian style 
Stairway and elaborate decor 
attests to the family’s desire for 
elegance. On entering the front 
doors, the parlour was located 
on the immediate right, which 
contained a baby grand piano in 
the alcove, says Mr. Thomas. 
Today the room contains the 
story in map and printed form of 
the Empire Loyalists coming 
into this region when they fled 
from the U.S. after the American 
Revolution. 

The living room te the left of 
the entrance contains a number 
of artifacts representing a 
sample of the farm tools the 
Loyalists would have used 


Mr. Thomas says it has only 
been in recent years that the 
upstairs has been open to the 
public. Earlier it had been 
occupied by the groundskeeper 
who closed off a section of the 
elaborate stairway and installed 
a door preventing the curious 
public from touring his living 
quarters, believing them to be 
part of the museum. It is 
believed the remainder of the 
curved banister is still contained 
within the wall he built.

alkalinity, a measure of ¢ its 
natural, acid-neutralizing 


capacity. Lakes vary consider- 
ably in their ability to neutralize 
acid loadings, wtih those in 

~ alkaline soil or limestone 
deposits having greater ability to 
neutralize acidic precipitation. 
The heaviest loadings occur 
during the spring run-off or 
snow-melt period. 


In south-central Ontario, they 
are several times greater than 
remote ares of the province; 
therefore, lakes in the former 
region are more likely to incur 
decreases in aklalinity and pH as 
a consequence. 


Studies have shown acidif- 
ication of lakes to result in a 
decrease in the number of 
phytoplankton, zooplankton 
and fish species. 


Data contained in the report 
were collected by the Ministry of 
the Environment, Ministry of 
Natural Resources and 
university researchers. 


The Ministry of the Envir- 
onment has supplied the 
Scanner with a list of the 1,665 
lakes sampled, indicating the 
relative sensitivity of each lake to 
the acidification process. 


Level 1 lakes have zero or 
negative alkalinity; they have 
already become acidified. Many 
fish species may be absent from 
such lakes, which may be 
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Ontario lakes get acid test 


without fish altogether. Level 7 
lakes not naturally high in 
organic color, such as beaver 
ponds, are exceptinally clear, 
Clouds of algae may accumulate 
in inshore areas. Clam, snail and 
many amphibian species are aslo 
absent. “3

Level 2 lakes have very low 
alkalinity and are extremely 
sensitive to heavy acid loadings. 
Fish kills and other biological 
damage may occur during spring 
run-off. ss 


level 3 lakes are moderately 
sensitive to heavy acid loadings, 
Fish and other biota are 
generally less at risk in 
comparison to level 2 lakes. 


Level 4 lakes are of low 
sensitivity and liekly to 
experience biological damage 
only under extreme snow-melt 
conditions during spring run- 
off. 


Level 5 lakes are not sensitive 
to acid loadings and are capable 
of withstanding heavy acid 
loadings during spring run-off 
without biological damage. Such 
lakes contain sufficient 
buffering capacity to neutralize 
acid rain for an_ indefinite 
period. 


Of the 64 lakes tested in 
Frontenac County, all but four 
were in the No. 5 category, and 
the four were in No. 4 category. 


The record in Hastings County 
was notso good. Of 63 tested, six 
were inthe No. 4 category and 12 
were in the 3’s. 


Lennox and Addington 
County had three of its 25 lakes 
in the No. 4 category and nine in 
the No. 3 category.

DOG IRRADIATION TESTS 
‘IDIOTIC’ SPCA vp SAYS 
To the editor: 


Every year in Canada 
thousands of animals used in 
research are subjected to Pain 
and distress. At the very least, 
they suffer mental distress; at 
worst, they endure agony and 
slow death. 


The common justification for 
inflicting such suffering on 
animals is that the experiments 


will eventually result in ‘benefits 
to mankind’. 


But how on earth can 
exposing dogs to massive doses 
of nuclear radiation, an 
experiment recently announced 
by Canada’s Department of 
National Defence (DND), ever 
benefit mankind? Surely, under 


the circumstances which would- 


exist after a nuclear holocaust, 
there would be no one left to 
benefit? 


Part, the medical 
and scientific communities in 
Canada have tightened up 
considerably in recent years on 
experiments which subject 


animals to unnecessary pain and 
suffering. 


Twenty years ago there was 
very little formal restriction on 
the use of animals in research. 
Today, although we have byno 
means reached a desirable level, 
most of Canada’s universities 
have animal care committees to 
review and monito experiments 
using animals. 


In Ontario, such experimen- 
tation must meet the require- 
ments of the Animals for 
Research Act. The DND, 
however, has always assumed 
the right to do whatever it 
chooses in. the interests of 
‘National Security’. Thus we 
have the dog irradiation 
experiments. 


Surely this kind of ‘idiot test’ 
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demonstrates the need for an 
independent National Review 
Board for Animal Experiment- 
ation. It should comprise 
representatives of the legitimate 
humane movement (excluding, 
of course, the lunatic fringe), 
health organizations, and other 
bodies with an interest in the 
overall problem. 


Such an independent review 
board would be required to 
review all experiments which 
Propose to involve animals and 
would have final say on whether 
such research would be allowed 
to proceed. 


The DND would be required 
to submit its proposals to this 
review board in just the same 
Way as any other research facility 
or establishment in Canada. 


| appreciate the dilemma such 
a board would face trying to 
‘play God’ in this controversial 
and highly emotional field. It 
would require a very brav e 


RIVERS 
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group of people to block 
experiments which might 
Possibly produce a cure for 
cancer or some other dreadful 
disease. 


But at least a review board 
would be able to eliminate 
stupid, frivolous and unnec- 
€ssary animal experiments, some 
of which are funded and 
conducted in Canada under the 
existing system. 


For example, do we really 
need to use animals to know that 
lead, when injected into 
humans, may affect the libido of 
the male? And how far canwe go 
in trying to duplicate human 
disease and injury when we are 
not at all sure the results can be 


Properly applied back to 
humans? 


| could provide a long list of 
the sort of experiments | believe 
would keep a National Review 
Board for Animal Experiment- 
ation very busy.

EXEMPTIONS 
By Deb Blentham 


Those students who obtain an 
honour standing in their term 
work for the semester should 
not have to write final exams 
This would have many benefits 
for the individual pupil, as well 
as for the school at large 


Some people consider 
exemptions to be unfair to those 
students who do not receive 
term marks of 75% or over; 
however, one must consider the 
fact that when exemptions are 
introduced into a school system, 
a much higher fraction of the 
student body actually attains 


‘honours’. 


Why: The aforementioned 
phenomenon is due to the 
reason that the student has a 
greater incentive to work. It 
serves as a rewart for students 
who have worked hard all 
semester, giving these young 
people an edge on the summer 
job market (they get out of 
school earlier), and relieving 
them of the stress and tension of 
preparing for and writing an 
exam. 


With exemptions being 
practised, students would not 
‘skip’ classes as much - they 
would rather avoid exams than 
classes. Also, students would 
work much harder if they had a 
definite goal to work towards, 
and a valid reson to achieve that 
goal. they would produce better 
work and would seek extra help 
with their studies if it were 
needed. 


Teachers and students could 
work together more co- 
operatively if the student was 
eager to do well in the course. 
The experience, supposedly a 
useful one, of writing an exam 
could be gained less stressfully 
through term tests and mid 
terms 


A general review at the end of 
the semester would be useful to 
the students and there is no 
reason to follow this up with an 
exam for the student who has 
been concentrating on _ his 
studies all year 


Exams could not be abolished 
altogether, because students 
who do not apply themselves 
throughout the term would just 
continue to ‘slack off’ towards 
the end 


Exemptions for honour 
students, though, would benefit 
all concerned by giving the 
student a greater overall desire 
to succeed

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There is something new under 
the sun. A fellow in Quebec has 
come up with a new scoop 
attachment for the ordinary farm 
tractor which converts it into a 
mobile backhoe, permitting the 
tractor to accomplish a 
multitude of jobs previously 
impractical or uneconomical. 


The combination scoop- 
bucket excavator-dozer blade, 
with extra long arms, operates 
from the front of the tractor, 
Because of mobility during 
excavation, digging and 
transportation of excavated 
material can now be carried out 
in one operation. 


In trenching, an individual 
farmer can clean and dig hisown 
drainage ditches, in five feet 
long sections at a time, dumping 
and landscaping as he goes. 


Continental PTM, Inc., 
Asbestos, Quebec, is manu- 
facturing the mobile backhoe. 


The Ontario Legislature has 
supported a private member's 
resolution to supply additional 
funding for tile drainage loans,

In accordance with an agreement entered into between the Corporation and the Ministry of 
the Environment, the Corporation is obliged to pay the Ministry for water services provided 
in the Municipality. At the time that the agreement was negotiated, the Ministry estimated 


the annual water useage at 55 million gallons with a related annual cost of approximately 
$59,000. 


The Ministry of the Environment commenced the supply of water services to the 
Municipality on May 1, 1978 and has billed the Corporation an aggregate amount of $326,438 
to December 31, 1980. Against this liability, the Corporation has only paid $186,034 based on 
the estimated annual charge of approximately $59,000 and has advised the Ministry of the 
Environment that it will not pay the balance outstanding. 


The Ministry of the Environment has not responded to the action taken by the Corporation 
and consequently on December 31, 1980, there existed an unrecorded liability to the 
Ministry of the Environment iin the amount of $140,404. « 


Due to the matter referred to in Note3 above, the Town's Auditors have qualified their Audit 
Report on the 1980 Consolidated Financial Statements of the Town.

CUSO, the international 
development program best- 
known for the 8,000 Canadians 
of all ages and from all walks of 
life it has placed on two-year 
contracts in the Third World - is 
commemorating its 20th 
anniversary this year. Among the 
founding members of CUSO is 
Don Wilson of Stirling who was 
involved with the Student 
Christian Movement, first in 
Chili and then in Geneva, 
Switzerland. After working in 
Geneva for several years, he 
returned to the Belleville area 
and became involved with 
CUSO local committee 
activities. 

Another founding member, 
Sylvia Chadwick of Deseronto, 
spent two years in Thailand with 
CUSO, along with her husband, 
Wayne, who was working as an 
agriculturlist there. Wayne was 
assisting with the development 
of a research station, while Sylvia 
taught English at university. The 
couple now runs a dairy farm at 
Deseronto. 


Alex and Grace will be 
spending one week in Ottawa 
prior to their departure on an 
orientation course, being 
briefed on the funding 
program, what to expect in 
their new home and making 
various other arrangements. 


Their new home will be a 
raised house being constructed 
for them out of bamboo, timber 
and thatch. A sketch of the 
dwelling sent to the Williams last 
week by Gary Bargh, Field Staff 
Officer at Papua, New Guinea, 
depicts it as a rather roomy 
structure, extremely sturdy and 
displaying all the characteristics 
of a very cool and sheltered 
building.

on the project and it will be 
exciting for you to be involved in 
it right from its beginning.’ 

While Grace expects to be 
involved in the business side of 
the project - she is presently 
personnel assistant and secretary 
at Lake Ontario Cement Ltd.- 
and in adult education or 
community work on Nimowa, 
Alex will be working with the 
local fishermen. 


Although the villagers are 
experienced fishermen, they use 
only traditional methods - line 
fishing from canoes. They are 
keen to learn western 
commercial techniques and are 
just completing the construction 
of two 32-foot fishing dories 
built from spare parts. The 
Nimowa fishermen requested 
CUSO to recruit a manager for 
their fishery project and Alex 
and Grace answered the CUSO 
ad when it appeared in a local 
newspaper. 


‘I think the people of Nimowa 
are beginning to want a little 
more than what they have had in 
the past,’ explained Alex. ‘They 
have never had anything to fish 
with - no refrigeration - and 
have a problem selling their fish. 
Our job will be to teach the 
fishermen our techniques and 


to set up acommerceso they can 
market the fish.” 


Alex said the fish they catch at 
this South Pacific island is similar 
to those we have here, plus they 
have other varities as well. 


Alex, who is an executive on 
the Council of Commercial 
Fishermen, says CUSO Pays for 
their travel and orientation anda 
few other expenses. The host 
country or agency requesting 
the services provides the 
housing and salaries; the Pay, 
however, is at local rates and is 
generally sufficient to cover 
living costs only. 


While Nimowa sounds like an 
island isolated from the rest of 
the world, communications, said 
Alex, are very good should an 
emergency arise. The Papua 
New Guinea field staff officer 
said in his letter to the Williams 
that they would be flown off the 
island twice a month for 
‘supplies and R and R’. Alex isn’t 
sure what the R and R stand for 
but believes it might be 
‘recreation and relaxation.’ 


The Williams’ farm is right on 
the water and Grace is glad their 
CUSO posting is to another 
island. ‘I would hate to live away 
from the water after so many 
years,’ she said.

Foundation. 


A second plaque, to be fixed 
to the house itself, recognizes 
the contribution of the people 
of Prince Edward County and 
beyond who donated furnish- 

ings most of them of County 
origin, and of those who 
devoted many hours to making 
the house into a home of the 
1850's. 


Dr. Peter John Stokes was the 
restoration architect for the 
project and Mrs. Jeanne 
Minhinnick, a resident of Prince 
Edward County, gave her 
services as furnishings 
consultant. Both will be on hand 
for the opening. 


Built in the 1830's, the house is 
an interesting example of an 
early Upper Canada _ brick 
dwelling with an elegant 
entrance and cornice. A typical 
rear wing contains the kitchen, 
summer kitchen and carriage 
house. 


Macaulay House stands under 
the tree-covered hill known 
locally as Macaulay’s Mountain 
which provides a timeless 
background for the house and 
adjoining Church. The grounds 
are being developed to 
reproduce an 1850 garden and 
orchard. 


Who was the Reverend 
William Macaulay? He was born 
in 1794, the middle son of a 
wealthy and influential Kingston 
family. He was educated at Dr. 
Strachan’s School in Cornwall 
(Ontario) and ordained at 
Oxford. 


Asa Loyalist, his father, Robert 
Macaulay, bestowed on him at 
an early age several hundred 
acres of Crown land around the 
settlement of Hallowell Bridge. 
Here William chose to build his 
church, naming the community 
Picton aft er Sir Thomas Picton, 
Wellington’s heroic second in 
command at Waterloo. 


Through Macaulay’s influence 
and gifts of land, the Town of 
Picton was established and 
both the Courthouse and 
Catholic Church nearby were 
built, He serv ed his parish for 
over 40 years.

With the crew both physically 
and mentally exhausted, the 
Helen S. was motoring in a 
northwest direction after the 
violent line squall. 


Captain Bill beckoned the 
crew to get some rest while he 
and | manned the helm. 


We noticed a change in the 
colour of the water from dark 
green to a light emerald green. 
In almost the same instant, we 
spotted land on the horizon. 


The fathometer was 
indicating 40 feet of water; so, 
the notorious line squalls of 
Hatteras had set us ashore. We 
scanned the shoreline with our 
binoculars, looking for 
recognizable landfalls. 


Heading due east along the 
coastline, we began to realize 
that our compass was being 
affected by the extreme 
magnetic variations of the 
Carolina Capes. Cruising along 
in the emerald green water, we 
passed many buoys, but with no

larkin we cold 
Pinpoint our location. 


About 4 p.m., a loran tower 
and a lighthouse loomed up in 
front of us. After examing the 
charts, we concluded that this” 
must be the Cape Hatteras 
because of the small radar dome 
that was nestled at the base of 
the loran tower. The chart also 
showed us that we could not 
pass by the Cape close to shore 
due to the dangerous shoal 
waters which extended out to 
sea for at least ten miles. 


We came about and headed 
Out to sea only to find that we 
were almost surrounded by 
shoals and it would be necessary 
to pick our way out to Diamond 
Shoals Crossing with careful 
piloting and use of depth 
sounder. 


After about two hours of 
Motoring, we spotted Diamond 
Shoals and successfully rounded 
them by sunset. 


By now, we had our bearings 
and had computed our compass 
error. The compass by the helm 
was totally unreliable and the 
compass in the chart house had a 
thirty-degree error to the east. 


The night watch continued 
their course northward along 
the Virginia Coast. Only once 
did we bump the bottom of the 
boat on a sand bar during the 
night. 


The next night, we would 
approach Cape Henry and 
anchor in Chesapeake Bay. 


Next episode: Norfolk Harbour 
and points north. 


Gill net ban protects whitefish 


In order to provide for the 
recovery of the whitefish 
population in Lake Ontario and 
to aid recovering yellow pickerel 
in the Bay of Quinte, an Ontario 
Fishery Regulation has now 
been passed which places a 
temporary ban on the use of 4 
and 1/2 inch mesh gillnet. This 
measure will also provide 
protection for lake trout which 
the Ministry is attempting to re- 
establish in Lake Ontario. 


It is the desire of the Ministry 
of Natural Resources to ensure 
strong future commercial 
fisheries for whitefish in Lake 
Ontario. The imposition of this 
restriction is deemed necessary 
at this time to achieve this goal. 


The Lake Ontario whitefish 
fishery, which produced two 
million pounds in 1925, has 
dwindled to less than 10,000 
pounds annually. Remnant stock 
of whitefish could disappear if 
present fishing practices were 


permitted to continue. 


Yellow pickerel stock in the 
Bay of Quinte, which supported 
commercial catches as high as 75 
tons in 1922 and 1958, became 
negligible after the strong 1959 
class disappeared. 


However, Ministry of Natural 
Resourc . research data indicate 
that the yellow pickerel 
population is recovering. A 
strong 1978 year class of pickerel 
is providing improved fishing 
Opportunities for anglers in the 
Bay of Quinte. The female 
members of this year class will 
spawn in the spring of 1982. It is 
hoped that another year class of 

significant strength will be 
produced from these spawners 
and therefore enhance the 
pickerel population in the area. 


The recovery of the Bay of 
Quinte yellow pickerel 
population will be of significant 
economic importance to the 
local tourist industry. 


One other fish species in Lake 
Ontario that is deemed for 
rehabilitation is the lake trout. 
Currently, the lake trout 
population is being rebuilt by 
means of hatchery stockings. 
The temporary restriction onthe 
use of a four and 1/2 inch mesh 
will also provide additional 
protection for this member of 
the Lake Ontario fish 
community.

L & A Hospital starts expansion fund drive 


Architects are now producing 
plans for expanded facilities at 
the Lennox and Addington 
County Hospital, C.H.McCon- 
nell, chairman of the board, 
reported to the annual meeting. 


Cost of the project will be two 
and a half to three million 
dollars, one-third of which has 
to be raised locally. 


‘In the near future, we will be 
forming a fund raising 
committee whose job it will be 
not only to raise money b ut to 
show the people of Lennox and 
Addington the important role 
this hospital plays in their lives,’ 
Mr. McConnell said. 


The report given by W.A.Ron- 
ald, hospital administrator, 
clearly indicated the need for 
expanded facilities. 


‘Last year, the Ministry of 
Health allowed this hospital an 
increase of 7.8% in its operating 
budget. This increase was 
certainly more realistic than the 
4.68 % awarded for the fiscal year 
1979/80 and we weresufficiently 
encouraged to believe that, 


provided levels of activity did 
not increase unduly, we would 
be able to operate with the limits 
of the funding,’ Mr. Ronald said. 


“However, as the year 
developed it became clear that 
our~ levels of activity were 
considerably increased over 
those experienced in the 
previous year.” 


By autumn of 1980, the 
hospital was experiencing a 
serious budget deficit and the 
Ministry of Health granted an 
additional $65,000 for operating 
budget. The result was a small 
surplus at the end of the year. 


During 1980/81, the average 
cost of keeping a patient in 
hospital for one day was $109.46, 
and the total number of patient 
days was 20,502... 683 more than 
in the year before. 


The cost of a day in the special 
care unit was very much higher 
and, for a significant percentage 
of the time, all four beds were 
occupied. 


During the past year, a

number of economies were 
made and Mr. Ronald reported 
that savings in the region of 
$11,500 a year have been 
realized. 


The Ministry of Health has 
granted a budget increase of 
10.1% to the operating budget 
for 1981/82. The board has 
submitted a budget based on 
current levels of activity and 
upon an increased cost of 
supplies estimated at 14%, which 
cannot be accommodated 
within the 10.1% increase. So a 
request is being made for an 
additional $72,000. 


Marion Pearson, president of 
the Hospital Auxiliary, reported 
that in addition to donations of 
equipment, at a total cost of 
$13,097.15, the auxiliary has, 
during the past two or three 
years, been planning for the 
future and, as part of its 
contribution to the building 
fund, already has $25,000 
invested in term deposits. 


Dr. J.D. Alkenbrack, president 
of the medical staff, also 
reported on the year’s activities. 


One of the annual highlights 
of the agricultural scene in 
Ontario is the International 
Plowing Match and Farm 
Machinery show.

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1 once read about a 
birdwatcher, having just learned 
some new techniques by which 
to lure birds within viewing 
distance, who asked a fellow 
birder if he did much squeaking 
when he was out birding. 


‘Not if I’m well oiled,’ was the 
puzzled reply. 


Obviously this fellow birder 
was not familiar with this often 
used method of making strange 
noises to lure birds into the 
open. It was a good thing he 
wasn’t asked if he did much ‘psh- 
ing’ too. 


These two methods work well 
if an unidentified bird is singing 
and no amount of searching can 
get the little rascal in sight. 
Squeaking is accomplished by 
repeatedly kissing the back of 
your hand, the noise produced 
exciting birds to the point where 
they will appear out in the open, 
often divebombing the person 
making the sound. 


However, not everyone is 
adept at making this sound, 
especially those with loose 
dentures. | havenever been able 
to do it successfully, unless | 
remove my front partial plate, 
but that doesn’t go over too well 
on an organized bird hike. 


These few unfortunates resort 
to another method and is 
accomplished by saying, ‘psh- 
psh-psh’, several times until 
results are obtained. The very 
first time I tried it many years ago 
all | was able to arouse was the 
attention of my neighbour's dog 
and five or six of my mother’s 
cats. Through the years more 
encouraging results have been 
obtained. 


We tried this method with 
tremendous success on a recent 
hike along a trail at the Macaulay 
Mountain Conservation Area 
near Picton. | spotted what | 
thought was a white-throated 
sparrow, a species uncommon in 
Prince Edward County as a 
nesting species, usually 
abundant only during spring and 
fall migration. | warned the 11 
people with us what | was about 
to do so as not to cause any 
unnecessary alarm among the 
unitiated in this procedure, and 
what it produced far exceeded 
my fondest expectations. First, 
imitated a white-throat and 
received an immediate reply in 
the form of a full spring song. 
Then | went into my act and 
produced both the male and 
female white-throat displaying 
definite characteristics 
suggesting a possible nest 
nearby 


Normally this method works 
well for only a short period of 


time, but we were successful in 
keeping the birds interested in 
us for about 15 minutes. In the 
process we attracted a house 
wren, a black-and-white warbler 
and at least two black-capped 
chickadees. 


No one seems to know exactly 
why birds become so excited 
when birders make these 
strange noises. Some believe the 
birds recognize the sounds 
produced as distress calls or 
alarm notes. But whatever the 
reason, it works. 


So the next time you are out 
birding, try squeaking or psh- 
ing. Just make sure though that 
no one is watching.
